How Well-Known French Lead- 
ers Voted on WEU, 

PARIS, Dec. 31 (UP) — An 
official listing of the National 
Assembly vote on German re- 
armament today showed how 
famous French leaders voted. 

Former Foreign Minister 
Georges Bidault, bitter enemy 
of Premier Mendes - France, 
switched his vote from no to an 
absention. Robert Schuman, 
France’s other perennial foreign 
minister and father of the coal- 
steel pool, also abstained after 
voting in favor of taking Ger- 
many into NATO.

mer Premier Rene Mayer.

6 CITY EMPLOYES 
SHORTED ON PAY, 
THIEF GOT CHECKS 


Six city employes are ending 
up 1954 today short two weeks’ 
pay because a burglar broke into 
a water department division of- 
fice at 1640 South Kingshighway 
and stole their checks. 

The ch , for a two-week 
pay period ended Dec. 18, were 
to have been distributed last 
Friday. The office, however, was

Corbett said persons in the 
212,800 “unnecessary” jobs were 
“either separated from duty or 
transferred to positions in com- 
bat operations.” The savings, he 
said, stemmed from surveys of 
“dual staffing, overstaffing and 
misassignments” conducted by 
the armed services in co-opera- 
tion with the House group. 


The Defense Department re- 
port said that as of last June 30 
there were about 3,302,000 men 
and women in uniform. 


“This number represents a de- 
crease of 334,000, or roughly 9 
per cent from the 3,636,000 mili- 
tary personnel in uniform as of 
June 30, 1952,” it said. “During 
the same period a reduction of 
over 6 per cent iz civilian per- 
sonnel was accomplished from 
a total of 1,337,000 to 1,149,000. 


“These reductions have taken 
place without diminishing the 
effectiveness of combat forces. 


“They were accomplished prin- 
cipally by reducing the number 
of non-combat jobs and shift- 
ing them to the operating 
forces; by reviewing manpower 
requirements more carefully; by 
improvements in training pro- 
cedures and reductions in non- 
effecetive time, such as the time 
required for personnel process- 
ing.” 


20 Divisions by June 30. 


Regarding the Army, the re- 
port said manpower improve- 


factor in allowing a planned 
strength of 20 combat divisions 
as of next June 30 despite a 
25 per cent siash in uniformed 
personnel and a 120,000-man 
cutback in civilian employment. 
“The improvements have given 
our nation more security per dol- 
lar than ever before,” it said. 


It said the Navy had 1,056,200 
military (including 231,960 in 
the Marine Corps) and 481,300 
civilians on June 30, 1952. Two 
years later the Navy had 949,- 
600 military (including 223,900 
Marines) and 413,000 civilians, it 
said—an 11 per cent cutback 
overall “despite no reduction in 
combat potential of the Marine 
Corps or activated naval ships 
and an increase of over 900 ac- 
tive aircraft.” 


It said the Air Force boost- 
ed its torces during the year 
ended last June 30 despite a 
drop in civilian personnel au- 
thorizations from 307,087 to 304,- 
242 and in military authoriza- 
tions from 983,625 to 955,394. 

While there is “a _ certain 
amount of calculated risk” in 
cutting manpower to the bare 
minimum needed for the job, 
it said, the Air Force can meet 
its expansion goals “with the 
assurance that the maximum tax 
dollar allocated to the Air 
Force goes to combst effort.”

The Vanoni plan, as it is 
known, is being analyzed by the 
Foreign Operations Administra- 
tion mission attached to the 
American Embassy and will be 
forwarded to Washington for 
further study. 


The basis of the program is 
public and private investment 
in what Vanoni calls “propul- 
sive sectors” of the Italian econ- 
omy — agriculture, public utfli- 
ties and public works—primarily 
in the still-impoverished south. 

The plan would create 3,200,- 
000 new jobs in industry and 
800,000 more in agriculture at 
a capital cost for the industrial 
nthe alone of an estimated 4,- 
800,000,000,000 lira, or $7,680, 
000,000. 

The plan also calls for the 
construction of 13,000,000 “vani,” 
or room-units of public and pri- 
vate housing, to eliminate slum 
or sub-standard conditions for 


000,000 inhabitants.

As matters stand, it is hard 
to see how the giving of the 
warning is to be avoided, for 
southern Indochina now seems 
likely to fall into Communist 
hands. The mere giving of the 
warning in turn, will inevitably 
cause the final collapse of the 
Saigon government. After such 
a public admission of defeat, 
a new government with Viet- 
minh sympathizers in key posts 
will almost surely take over at 


once.

We have taken advantage of 
‘St. Louis’s lovely setting to create 
what many people regard as one of 
the counhty’s top 10 gardens. A stone 
residence. is now considered the 
Midwest's best example of “Bucks 
county charm” because it recalls the 
Pennsylvania stone houses of sim- 
ilar type. 

Our place has had lucky breaks 
where many other old houses have 
had bad ones. We bought it for its 
potentialities even though the orig- 
inal line of the Missouri Pacific ran 
beside it. Then, almost as though a 
blessing for our good work, the rail- 
road was removed, and we can vision 
no encroachment of “progress” 
which will interfere with the future 
of Quarry Hill. 

Our sincere compliments to Dr. 
-William G. Swekowsky, Charles Van 
Ravenswaay, and the Post-Dispatch 
for their efforts to publicize the old 
homes. Now that flower gardening 
and old homes are considered 
“smart” by St. Louisans of good 
taste, we are hopeful that the old 
shouses in good locations will be 
saved for posterity.

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New Year’s Eve Toast 


It is easy to understand why many people on 
New Year's Eve drink a little too much cham- 
pagne, whisky, schnapps, tequila or saki. Quite 
aside from the good feeling being expressed— 
and we are always for good feeling—it is diffi- 
cult to meet the occasion in sober seriousness. 
It can be so full of frustrations and fears. 

Some insist that this is the time for a review 
of the dying year. This may mean frustrations. 
In their hearts, all men long for peace and a 
satisfving life. How far toward the goal has this 
year brought them? 

Out of frustratidns grows dread. Will the A- 
bomb and the H-bomb fall out of the hands of 
the diplomats? Will the economy run away from 
its regulators? Will our fears destroy our liber- 
ties? Oh, every man has his own scary list. 

There is some ground for all this, and the emo- 
tional] are inclined to take the apprehension for 
the disaster. But realists also know that 1954 
was a scary year in a scary world. And they ex- 
pect no sudden, all-inclusive change in 1955. 

Man was not meant for frustration.and fear. 
He knows it. But his difficulty is to live accord- 
ing to this knowledge—to escape from his cur- 
rent reliance on psychiatrists, books on the se- 
rene life, sedatives taken before retiring, or re 
leasing his own ill humor on those around him. 

Happily the New Year’s toast can provide 
more than an escape from worry. It can also 
bring forth expressions of courage and good 
will which most of ug ordinarily keep under the 
check of reserve. Man has always had a “tough 
time” of it, if you want to look at it that way, 
He had to make his way against antediluvian 
monsters with only a stone in his hand. They 
are gone. He is here. Now he creates his own 
problems and sometimes he tries to get rid of 
them in bloody explosions. 

But think how much he has accomplished 
since he watched the last mastodon, the passing 
of an Ice Age, the sinking of Aijantis. Prudence 
commands a recollection of failures lest they be 
repeated, but consider man's triumphs—his rise 
from the primitive, his development of morals 
and religion, his establishment of governments, 
his building of the Acropolis and Chartres, his 
decoration of the Sistine Chapel, his composi- 
tion of the Ninth Symphony afid the “Song to 
Joy” which inspired that great chorale, his writ- 
ing of the “Divine Comedy” and “Hamlet.” 

Not one of these was really just one man’s 
work: all dependéd on the Gesire, help and ac- 
ceptance of his fellows. For the race which has 
written this record hot even the new bombs can 
hold a paralyzing threat: How can they prevail 
against justice and courage, wisdom and honor? 
The Truce of God imposed by the medieval 
church must have a modern counterpart. 

The other side of the record—the surrenders 
to barbarism, the decline into dark ages? Was it 
as utterly dismal as we sometimes think? Even 
as Rome was falling there was a Benedict who 
contemplated the disaster and made plans for 
preserving at least the seeds of knowledge, vir- 
tue and piety. Sometimes the race, like a paint- 
er, seems bent on a dark background the better 
to display its achievements. 

Do men lead lives of quiet desperation? Do 
they not also have their quiet triumphs? Con- 
sider all the families of the world; their decent. 
ambitions and honest strivings, their kindliness 
and good will, their helpful neighborliness. 

This justifies the great gathering of London- 
ers at St. Paul’s to hear the bells ring out the 
old, ring in the new. It justifies all the other 
celebrations certtered around those 12 strokes of 
the clock. This is the hour when men, not una- 
ware of their propensity for mistakes, recognize 
their power for’good. This is the great feast of 
Hope. Celebrate it with songs, paper horns, con- 
fetti or as you will, but first let us raise the 
glass and say: . 

Happy New ‘Year! 
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Better Pav for Policemen 

A raise in pay for all St. Louis policemen— 
from turnkey to chief—will be asked of the next 
Legislature. This has been announced by the 
Police Commissioners with the approval of the 
city’s Board of Estimate and Apportionment.of 
which Mayor Tucker is a member. . 

The request should be granted even though it 
will mean an increase in the city’s police bill. 
Fourth-year patrolmen now get an annual salary 
of $3840. Considering the wages paid for other 
work, this simply is not enough to keep or at- 
tract men of competence essential for proper 
performance of police duties. Even the $4500 a 
year to which the commissioners would raise 
this figure is hardly extravagant for those who 
may have to:risk their lives at times. 

Salaries and proposed increases in other clas- 
sifications are proportionate. The chief's salary 
would be’ raised from $9500 to $9999.90. A turn- 
key’s would go up from $3000 to $3600. Current 
costs of living-dictate these increases. Even when 
they are granted, police pay will hardly be great- 
er than the need for police protection.

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In France, a Reluctant Vote 
With reluctance which eould hardly have been 


more obvious, the French Assembly ratified Ger- 


man rearmament, the capstone of the London- 
Paris. agreements. It did so by the narrow vote 
of 287 to 260, thus reversing its rejection of 
Dec. 24. 

The victory belongs to Premier Mendes-France, 
but he won it only by putting his government at 
stake in a vote of confidence. The politicians of 
the opposition gave him what he wanted because 
they themselves apparently lacked the courage 
to assume regponsibility for a decision. 

And a decision had to be made. After the re- 
jection of EDC last summer and Mendes-France’s 
subsequent initialling of the substitute agree- 
ments, Washington and London were losing pa- 
tience. There wag more and more talk of by- 
passing France for a direct arrangement with 
West Germany. 

The complicated French constitution still al- 
lows 100 days of delay before the ratification is 
absolutely official, but the big decision seems to 
have been made, and in the eyes of the world 
France cannot repudiate it without forfeiting 
respect and confidence, Attention now turns to 
Bonn where ratification is involved in somewhat 
similar difficulties. But there Chancellor Ade- 
nauer is still expected to win approval of the 
treaties with less trouble than was encountered 
by Mendes-France. 

Then comes the real question: How much reli- 
ance can be placed on arrangements so reluctant- 
ly accepted? In both France and Germany there 
will be at least very large minorities hostile to 
them. In France particularly there is the chance 
that this element will take over the government. 
Will this mean only luke-warm implementation? 

The Russians can have something to say about 
this, especially in Germany. In view of that na- 
tion’s ardent desire for reunification, they hold 
a strong hand even if Adenauer’s position is im- 
proved by ratification. They know, as the Chan- 
cellor has said, that these treaties would not be 
binding on a reunified Germany. And they know 
that French fears would be deepened by an 
enlarged Germany. 

The diplomats’ work is still cut out for them. 
With the treaties signed, they must still make 
them work. 
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W Day, Right Now . 

If there were a well-ordered world, run ac- 
cording to a well-ordered calendar such as that 
described under the cartoon, this would be 
W Day. World Day, that is. 


The world calendar sponsors hit upon this 
special occasion because they did not know what 
else to do with it. To make the year divisible 
into 52 weeks, they had to eliminate or account 
for that 365th day somehow. What to do with 
the odd day? There it was, like a sore thumb on 
a lovely hand. It could not be added, it could not 
be subtracted, so some imaginative soul decided 
that the thing to do was to observe it with a 
capital W. 

We like this idea for several reasons. It fills a 
void. Moreover, it fills it nobly. The world does 
indeed need a day, a little 24-hour period when 
it can contemplate its worldliness, its indivisi- 
bility and, indeed, its general excellence. At 
least we do not know of any other planet so de- 
serving of a day. 


On top of that, the World Calendar Associa- 
tion has provided a bright idea as to what to do 
about any day, Sunday through Saturday, even 
including blue Monday. If there is nothing else 
to be done with it, why. celebrate it! 
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Junk Mail Is Junked 


Junk mail is on the way out. Postmaster Gen- 
eral Summerfield says the controversial third- 
class mail service will end for cities and towns 
on March 31, which means that fewer mailboxes 
will be jammed with unwanted circulars and 
postmen will have lighter loads. 


Only two weeks ago, Mr. Summerfield said 
the Post Office Department would stand by his 
15-month-old directive on junk mail. His assist- 
ants repeated that the department was saving 
money by permitting mailing of circulars ad- 
dressed simply to “boxholder” or “patron” at 
1% cents apiece. The Postmaster General stated 
that no changes would be made until a study 
was completed. 

The question then was why the study had not 
been completed after 15 months. The question 
now is. what changed Mr. Summerfield’s mind 
within two weeks? Has the study been com- 
pleted? Did the Post Office discover it was los- 
ing money instead of saving it? If so, why was 
the discovery not made sooner? 

Pending a fuller explanation, the obvious fact 
is that junk mail had a certain political nuisance 
value which the incoming Congress, under new 
management, was certain to exploit. The special 
service had aroused wide protests, not only from 
postmen but from citizens who feared the third- 
class junk was clogging the postal system and 
did not want it anyway. 

Mr. Summerfield has avoided some pointed 
questioning from Congress by disposing of junk 
mail. This postal cancellation was right on time. 
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Drinking Up the Surplus 

Whether or not Secretary Benson finally de- 
cides to unload some of his surplus butter on the 
Soviet Union, we hope Congress will have a good 
look at results of the program it authorized last 
summer for the stimulation of milk consumption 
in schools. fe 2" 

So far, schools in 32 states have taken ad- 
vantage of the program, which authorized the ex- 
penditure of $50,000,000—a relatively small sum, 
as price support operations generally go. These 
schools are receiving from the Federal Govern- 
ment 4 cents per half pint for all milk used 
above last year’s level. Apparently the result has 
been a sharp rise in milk consumption where the 
program has been applied, though it has been 
applied so far in less than one third of the na- 
tion’s schools. 

Would not Congress be justified in considering 
a larger appropriation and an active campaign 
for the extension of this program to more 
schools? In the words of The Des Moines Regis 
ter, “How much more sensible it is to subsidize 
more milk drinking by youngsters than it is to

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Chaos in the Calendar 


Lacy Donnell in The Saturday Review 


For more than a century business 
leaders, churchmen, and scientists have 
been trying to do something about our 
calendar—which is sadly out-of-date. 
Twenty years ago, when Harry Truman 
was an unknown freshman Senator, he 
dashed off a letter saying he favored 
révising the calendar but wasn’t going 
to give it any serious thought “because 
it would také a Pope Gregory the Great 
or a Julius Caesar to put these changés 
into effect.” 

Now, because of a simple step taken 
by the U.N.’s Economic and Social 
Council, we the people for the first time 
in history have a practical opportunity 
to end the chaos in our calendar. 

Last summer the efghteen_ nations on 
the Council unanimously adopted a res- 
olution asking all governments, wheth- 
er U.N. members or not, to study the 
problem of calendar reform and present 
their views by May 1955. So, in every 
country where the voice of the people 
counts the coming months are decisive. 

If enough governments favor a new 
calendar the Council will probably turn 
to the General Assembly, which can 
then draw up an international conven- 
tion to be submitted for ratification by 
the various governments. 

The calendar everyone is talking 
about is the twelve-month, equal-quar- 
ter plan called the World Calendar. 

With such a streamlined calendar, de- 
partment stores would know, for exam- 
ple, that every December has five Sat- 
urdays and that four of them always 
come before Christmas. 

Budgeting would be easier, since each 
month has the same number of week- 
days. Homes, schools, social life would 
run more smoothly. And the new calen- 
dar would make it easier to shift other 
holidays so a dozen long. weekends a 
year would be possible. 

The World Calendar is a workable 
synthesis of many proposals. Its key fea- 
ture reaches back to 1834 when an Ital- 
ian priest, Abate Marco Mastrofini, was 
struggling with the puzzle. Since 365 
days are divisible only by five, the puz- 
zle had stumped the.experts. 

But Mastrofini hit upon an ingenious 
solution: take the 365th day out of its 
weekday sequence, treat it as an extra 
holiday without a weekday name, and 
thus obtain, in effect, a year of 364 
days, which can be divided evenly into 
fifty-two weeks. By the simple device of 
having one “blank” day any date of a 
given month will fall on the same day 
of the week every day. 

The first important business men’s 
support of a new calendar came in 1910 
—from the International Chamber of 
Commerce. This agency repeatedly 
urged calendar reform. It definitely de- 
termined that the Vatican had no objec- 
tion, then persuaded the Swiss Govern- 
ment to begin a study with the view of 
calling a world conference. But World 
War I intervened, . 

The big news today is that pivotal In- 
dia has taken the lead in calendar re- 
form. India’s first move was to get cal- 
endar reform on the agenda of the 
Economic and Social Council. Three 
years earlier the United States and the 
United Kingdom had blocked little Pan- 
ama’s attempt to get calendar reform 
on a U.N. agenda. But when the two 
tried to block India’s move, they were

Masterly Study of Jesus

To write another life of Jesus, follow- 
ing the many that have been written, 
is as Daniel-Rops defensively says an 
act of holdness in view of the often-used 
material -he has at his disposal, but with 
boldness he has so sifted and illuminat- 
ed the material as to entitle his book to 
be called a new life of the Galilean. 

A Frenchman and a Roman Catholic, 
he has made his study with such breadth 
of view and tolerance té dissident 
opinion that his book has not only won 
acceptance in France, where 400 edi- 
tions have been printed, but in 14 
translations prior to the present one, 
in English, by Ruby Millar. 

The study is invested with newness 
by the masterful scholarship of the 
author, embracing familiarity with the 
art of Christian faith and legend, and 
by the faithfulness with which he brings 
alive the people of those times and the 
stresses, political and otherwise, to 
which they were subjected. The truth 
is sought in the Gospels and Apostolic 
texts separating them from “the 
tide of legends, gossip, fake documents 
and misquoted authorities’ by which 
their meaning has been obscured. Even 
the books of the Apocrypha are 
searched for testimony not found in the 
Gospels, “though they all contain mani- 
fest Woy ns and errors of taste 
bern ay the inventions of inferior 
minds,” 

It is contended that the Gospels could 
not have derived from “the collective 
imaginations of the credulous, that pop- 
ular folk lore which so easily declines 
into the absurd, sometimes verging on 
indecency.” 

It is far from the intention of the 
author, he says, to plead for the sub- 
jective approach “which has ruined so 
many pious ‘Lives of Our Lord arid 
Savior Jesus Christ,’ wherein good in- 
tentions take the place of documenta- 
tion.”

With at least half the French 
nation, including so many of 
the key officials and military 
men, opposed, a meager ratifica- 
tion almost certainly would have 
meant great intrigue and end- 
less controversy. The two na- 
tions had to believe in E.D.C., 
they had to believe in it by 
preponderant majorities, before 
it could become probable that 
so complicated and so ambitious 
a piece of machinery could be 
made to work. 


French and Germans Cool. 


That is not nearly so muth 
the case with these much sim- 
pler accords. The Assembly is 
not promising to marry t er- 
mans and to set up housékeep- 
’ ing with them. It is permitting 
the Germans to set up their 
own house on the same street, 
and it is promising to. treat 
them not as a spouse but as a 
-neighbor. For these reasons re- 
luctant and narrow ratification 
does not necessarily make the 
London-Paris accords unwork- 
able. 

This is, of course, the best 
face that can be put upon what 
is nevertheless @ poor prospect. 
The controlling fact of the mat- 
ter is that there is not in France 
and neither is there in Germany 
a good national majority for the 
basic policy of bringing Western 
Germany into the Western mili- 
tary alliance. 


But we may assume that Dr. 
Adenauer will be able to pre- 
vail. Apart from the trouble- 
some business of the Saar, the 
accords offer Germany great ad- 
vantages. 


Eyes on the Russians. 


Moreover, under the official 
legal interpretation of the Bonn 
government, these accords do 
not preclude, in fact they create 
bargaining power for, a nego- 
tiation with the Soviet Union. 
Dr. Adenauer, moreover, oper- 
ates under a more efficient con- 
stitution than does Mr. Mendes- 
France. 

The fact stands out that for 
the Germans as well as for the 
French, ratification is not 
looked upon—as it is in Wash- 
ington and in London—as a de- 
cisive step towards adding Ger- 
man military power to the 
NATO alliance. 

In both France and Germany 
the main .consideration is not 
how to bring German military 


from the point where it broke 
down in 1950 between the eés- 
tablishment of the. Schuman 
plan and the premature demand 
for German rearmament. 


Bonn-Moscow Deal? 


The underlying trouble is that 
co-operation is difficult now he- 
cause with a fully recovered 
Germany there is a dangerous 
conflict of interest between 
Paris and Bonn about their re- 
lations with the Soviet Union. 


All those who know the score 
in both capitals know this but 
little is said about it. The Ger- 
mans know that ‘they can re- 
unite Germany only by a deal 
with the Soviet Union; if they 
make the deal, France will. be- 
come a third-rate power in Eu- 
rope in comparison. with a re- 
united Germany which is on 
good terms with the Soviet orbit. 

The French know that if the 
German-Soviet deal is to be 
prevented, they and _§ their 
English-speaking allies must 
come first to an agreement with 
the Soviet Union. 

Down deep at the bottom of 
the rift between Paris and Bonn 
is the question of whether the 
future of Germany is to be ne- 
gotiated between Bonn and 
Moscow or by the four powers. 


Soviets Take Advantage. 


Soviet diplomacy has been 
drilling on the raw nerve of this 
Franco-German difference. Mos- 
cow hgs threatened the Germans 
with continuing partition. It has 
threatened the French with the 
abrogation of the Franco-Soviet 
treaty as the preliminary to a 
deal with Germany. 

The existence of this under- 
lying difference and the Soviet 
exploitation of it go a long way 
towards explaining why the sit- 
uation in both France and Ger- 
many has been deteriorating 
since the bright days when the 
Paris-London accords were ne- 
' gotiated. 

It is easier to diagnose the 
trouble than to know what Lon- 
don and Washington can do 
about it. But the ruling princi- 
ple of a policy is clear enough. 
It is to recognize that the para- 
mount objective in the whole 
affair is not the 12 German di- 
visions—desirable as they may 
be for the purpose of a gen- 
eral consolidation of Western 
strength—but to make sure that 
the settlement with Germany is 
a four-power agreement, in 
which Bonn of course is con- 
sulted, and not a _ two-power 
deal between Bonn and Moscow.

I met Preacher Whitfield and knew something 
about his work. .I read the papers from Charles- 
ton and Sikeston and Cape Girardeau—as well 
as yous own pieces written during that trying 
time. I was glad to have this more complete 
account of the “sit down strike” and the part 
you played in it. 


It’s a swell story—Thad—and I’m glad that 
with all its vicissitudes, you had the courage and 
the humor to end it on a high note. Here’s hop- 
ing you come back to Van Buren this summer s0 
that you and Rip and Ben and I can sit around 
a campfire and settle the fate of the world.

Romberg's ro- 
mance with his future wife (Doe Avedon) at a summer 
resort has ridiculous manufactured complications; his speech 
4o-her in an empty theater in a reconciliation scene is so 
arty it’s a wonder Ferrer was able to keep a straight face 
Mn tossing it off; the last illness scene for Dorothy Donnelly, 
Rombere’s book-writer (Merle Oberon), is played with all 
the stops out. The screen play has little to offer an. its 
‘Own, and I suppose is no closer to an actual portrait than 
Other scfeen biographies about composers; but at least it 
provides cues to bring on the entertainment.

Curbing Cancer Pain 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


EAR of cancer involves two other fears: fear of dying 
and fear of pain. Though great progress is being made 
in finding and curing early cancer, doctors atill cannot 

halt this disease after it has spread thrdughout the body. 
What then of cancer pain in incurable cancer? Is it in- 
evitable? 

. .. Far more than most people realize, the answer is a 

positive no. Cancer victims need not suffer. They can 

have relief, There are many ways of abolishing pain beside 
guch narcotics as morphine. i 

., The kind of relief used depends upon the location of 
the cancer. Some kinds are virtually painless. Leukemia 
and some brain tumors are examples of mostly-painless 
cancers,

EVEN THOUGH THE CANCER has spread so that cure 
isn’t possible, a.surgical operation to remove the large 
growth may be worthwhile simply to relieve pain. 

: Injection of hormones for cancer Of the breast or 
prostate sometimes relieves pain, perhaps by temporarily 
reducing, the size of the tumor so that it doesn’t stretch 
tissues, 
~-— The nérves carrying pain can be cut, either chemically 
or surgically, to prevent further pain. Before you feel pain, 
it has to travel over nerves from the organ involved (such 
fs the stomach) to the major nerve cable in the spinal 
cord, through switching stations, and on through the brain 
to the cortex or outer bark. Only when the message reaches 
this highest part of the brain do you feel pain. 

Stopping the pain impulse anywhere along the line 
stOps pain just as unplugging your telephone any place 
along the line cuts off your connection. 
~~ Fortunately, trial cutting of the nerves by chemicals 
can be done first. If that works, then either the injections 
can be repeated or the nerves cut permanently with the 
surgical knife. Either way entirely abolishes pain.

_. A LARGE VARIETY of medicines relieve pain and 
atziety. Much distress from pain comes from anxiety. If 
you'ye ever had the sharp lightning-like jolts of pain from 
4n irritated tooth nerve, you remember how you lived in 
terror of the next jolt even though you were perfectly pain- 
free 99 per cent of the time. Terror actually caused most 
of the distress. 

Similarly with early cancer pains, Soothing sedatives 
combined with aspirin often provide all the relief needed 


for quite a while. Later, more powerful pain-relieving . 


drugs can be added as they are needed. It isn’t true that 
you can look forward only to having a narcotic wear out 
its effect, leaving you helpless against further pain. 

An ace in the hole for the worst stages are injections 
into the brain itself. This makes you unaware of any pain 

_ that gets past the other treatments. 

Modern medical treatment of pain should abolish this 
major fear of incurable cancer: that you'll suffer. It need 
not happen. The combined efforts of physicians, surgeons, 
meyrosurgeons, and the men in laboratories who devise new 
drugs offer the reassurance that dying of cancer no longer 
need be dreadfully painful. P

He did every one 
of them in order, and later I 
overheard him saying to his best 
friend, ‘Boy, did I torture my 
sitter!’ 

“Sitters rarely tell parents 
horribly their children 
have behaved.

I hope you'll be 
able to help me and the millions 
of other teen-age girls who face 
situations similar to those I 
have described, every day.

OUR Tealth Division reports 

for 1954*: 

No major outbreaks of any 
communicable disease. 

For the first time in history— 
not one case of diphtheria re- 
ported! 

Only 154 tuberculosis deaths, a 
decrease of nearly 8 per cent 
over last year’s previous low of 
166 deaths. For the first time 
in many years beds at Koch Hos- 
pital are readily available for 
patients needing immediate hos- 
pitalization. 

Fifty-five resident cases of 
poliomyelitis and four deaths re- 
ported—the lowest number re- 
ported since 1950. 

No deaths recorded from mea- 
sles, whooping cough, typhoid 
fever, diphtheria and scarlet fev- 
er. 

For the twelfth consecutive 
year no smallpox. 

The reported incidence of the 
venereal diseases continued to 

» decreas®—3437 cases reported in 
1954, as compared to 3841 in 
1953, and the all time high of 
13,951 cases reported in 1946. 

It is anticipated that over 20,- 
000 babies will be born before 
the year is over. If this estimate 
is correct the number of births 
- will top our previous high record 
af 20,003 live births in 1951, 

The estimated total of 554 
infant deaths is still too high— 
but comparison of the 1054 esti- 
mated infant mortality rate of 
27.6 per 1000 live births with 
last year's rate of 29.4 and 1952's 
high rate of 31.9 is encouraging. 
The Infant Mortality Committee, 
a group of 45 representative 
doctors, completed its study of 
the reasons for St. Louis’s high 
infant mortality rate, and made 
recommendations for lowering 
the rate in the future. 

The number of maternal 
deaths—deaths from causes re- 
lated to pregnancy — dropped 
from 13 in 1953, to 10 in 1954. 
A great deal of the credit for 
this achievement must go to the 
Maternal Mortality Committee, 
which for the past few years has 
investigated every maternal 
death. That the work of this 
committee has been effective is 
indicated by the fact that as re- 


céntly as 1946, 24 maternal 
deaths were recorded in St. 
Louis. 


+ * * 

THE ESTIMATED TOTAL of 
8339 deaths from all causes rep- 
resents the lowest number since 
1949. This will give St. Louis a 
crude death rate of 10.7 per 1000 
population, as compared to a 
rate of 11.4 in 1953. 

These statistical data indicate 
that control measures have been 
effectively applied but low rates, 
or even the absence of such dis- 
eases as diphtheria and small- 
pox, de not mean that we can 
relax our . vigilance. For ex- 
ample, a single case of either of 
these diseases could cause an 
epidemic in an unprotected com- 
munity. 


On the other side of the 


ledger are the long-term, chronic 
diseases that continue to take 
their ever-increasing toll, a8 
shown in the following list of 
the 10 leading causes of death. 
These ten causes represent 86. 
er cent of the total deaths.

HE time comes when a mother needs a friend who can 
T and will come into the house and take care of the 

children, or take them to her own home and care for 
them. Sometimes mothers behave as though they alone 
were worthy of the honor and privilege of caring for the 
children. This is a mistake that costs her dearly and han- 
dicaps her children. 


Grandmothers, aunts, God-parents, old friends, should 


‘be admitted to the family circle to the extent that the 


children look upon them as friends to whom they can look 
for affection and help. This group of family friends help 
to lessen the children’s fears of people. When they have 
been screened from all contacts with people outside the 
immediate family they are likely to be afraid. In the day 
of trouble there is nobody to whom they can turn in assur- 
ance and trust.

“BUT THEY SPOIL them so. If Granny has them a 
day or two I have to start training them all over again.” 
Really? Doesn’t a few hours at home soon calm them and 
don’t they within those few hours accept the home disci- 
pline ‘again? They usually do.

It may be seasoned differ- 
ently; maybe the children have a more liberal allowance of 
their favorite foods; maybe they did stay up a bit later.

Maybe. they will come home with some new words.

They will learn something from them, for good or ill, but 
what counts in the Jong run is that the child learns to 
associate with friendly people and so lose any fear he 
might have of leaving his mother’s side.

The Case of the Giggling Grandma 


Mrs. Nannie Doss Laughed While Admitting She Killed 4 Husbands; Other Deaths Investigated

TULSA, Okla., Dec. 31 (INS) 
669M mighty proud she didn’t 

[come down here,” said dairy 

farmer “ee H. Keel of 
Goldsboro, N. C,, who may well 
qualify as the iuckiest man of 
the yeer. 

Keel, 60 years old, began cor- 
responding in October with a 
pleasant little Tulsa widow, Nan- 
nie Doss, and he “had it in the 
back of my mind” that he might 
marry her. She had sent him a 
cake. 

Keel is mighty thankful he did- 
n't have a chance to pop the 
question. The police got there 


st. 

The “Giggling Grandma” is 
what they've been calling 49- 
year-old Mrs. Doss lately because 
she giggled and smiled while ad- 
mitting almost conversationally 
that she did away with four of 
her five husbands by feeding 
them large doses of rat poison. 

Police think she may hawe 
done away with many more peo- 
ple, including two of her five 
children, her father and mother, 
and various other relatives. Spe- 
cifically she has been accused of 
killing the four husbands and 
her mother, although she has 
staunchly insisted she never 
killed any “ blood kin.” 

In all, authorities now think 
her penchant for poisoning may 
have exceeded that of French- 
woman Marie Besnard, accused 
of killing 11 persons in 1950. 

“A strange woman,” is the way 
Oklahoma Crime Bureau agent 
Ray Page describes Mrs. Doss. 
Nannie didn’t hesitate at all last 
Oct. 12 when asked to sign an 
order permitting an autopsy on 
the body of her fifth husband, 
Samuel L. Doss, who had died 
two days earlier. The attending 
doctor suggested it because he 
couldn’t figure the cause of 
death. An excellent idea, agreed 


Nannie, She wanted to know what 


had killed Samuel because “it 
might kill someone else.” 

The “it” that proved fatal to 
Samuel was, in the words of one 
investigator, “enough poison to 
kill a horse.” 

Nannie, who met two. of her 
husbands through Lonely Hearts 
Clubs, became an object of great 
interest to the authorities, who 
quickly learned that she had 
married Doss only a few months 
after another mate died of un- 
known causes in Emporia, Kan. 

Nannie, employed by a Tulsa 
couple as housekeeper’ and 
baby-sitter during the three 
weeks police investigated her 
past, was picked up Nov. 26 and 
confronted with the findings. 

Her jolly disposition never 
changed as she denied knowing 
anything about the poison that 
killed Doss. Eight interiugators, 
working in two-man teams, ques- 
tioned her for seven hours that 
night before she was permitted 
to go to bed. She joked and 
giggled through the entire ses- 
sion and admitted nothing. 

They brought her back again 
the next day at 10 am. More 
hours of pounding questions fol- 
lowed. About 9 p.m. she gave in. 

“Yes,” she admitted, 
him.” Her formal statement was 
signed shortly before midnight.

URING the 24 hours of on- 
Dand-ort questioning, Nannie’s 

relatives in North Carolina 
and Alabama, reading of the case 
in their local newspapers, be- 
gan reporting to Tulsa police 
about other “mysterious” deaths 
of persons connected with her; 
two other husbands were dead; 
two sisters died while Nannie 
was nursing them during ill- 
nesses; the same happened to 
her mother and a nephew of one 
of her husbands. 

Investigators rushed to Nannie 
with this information. 

“No,” she maintained, “I 
ape Doss, ‘ut my conscience 

She was told an autopsy. 
showed another husband, Rich- 
ard L. Morton Sr., 69, of Em- 
poria, also died ‘of poisoning. 

“All right,” admitted Nannie, 
“I killed him, too, but now my 
conscience is clear.” 

“What about Frank Harrelson 
of Jacksonville, Ala. another 
maté who died in 1945?” they 
asked. 

She caused his death also, the 
widow admitted, “but my con- 
science is clear.” 

The same with still another 
husband, Arlie J. Lanning, 54, 
of Lexington, N.C. 

“Now,” Nannie insisted, “my 
conscience is clear. You can dig 
up all. the other graves in the 
world but you won't find any- 
thing else on me.” 

A team of investigators, headed 
by Page, hurried to Lexingtoh to 
begin checking. The grisly trail 
uncovered an unbelievable list of 
persons whose “peculiar” deaths 
seemed cannected with the jolly 
widow.

Capt. Harry Stege, who first 
cracked the case, said Nannie 
“defies description.” 


After listening in amazement 
to the stories of how she poi- 
soned her spouses, they said: 
“She answers just about all of 
our questions in a straight-for- 
ward manner. She laughs when 
something funny is said. She 
looks you straight in the eye 
when telling you she poisoned 
this husband or that.” 


During the long hours of ini- 
tial questioning she’ looked at 
weary investigators and com- 
mented: 

“I feel awful bad about keep- 
ing you fellows up this way. I’m 
sorry to be so much trouble.’ 

Mrs. Doss was born Nannie 
Hazle in Calhoun county, Ala- 
bama, near Anniston, in 1906, 
one of five children of James 
and Louisa Holden Hazle. She 
went through the fifth grade in 
school and by the time she was 
15 was working in the cotton- 
mill town of Blue Mountain, Ala., 
where she met Charles Braggs, 
also working there, who became 
her first husband in 1921. 

“She was a pretty girl and lots 
of fun, Braggs recalls. “Our mar- 
riage started off pretty well, but 
after a couple of years she started 
going off. She’d go to her folks 
or off with someone and I'd have 
to get her back. 

“About eight years of this was 
enough. I decided it was all off 
when she came home to our 
house with a man with her. I 
called her father and said for 
him to come get one of the girls. 
I decided-to keep Flourine, the 
oldest. Her father came to get 
the other. I got divorced in 
Capstown.” 

Braggs said that of their five 
children “one of them died right - 
after she was born. The other 
two died when they were young 


and some of the neighbors said 


there was something funny about 
the way they died. 

““Some of my folks warned 
me about Nannie and when she 
got mad I wouldn’t eat anything 
she fixed or drink anything 
around the house. 

“She was high-tempered and 
right mean. She made like she 


was a church woman when we 
got married, and some of my 
folks thought she was. But I 
found out pretty soon she was 
no more Christian than if she 
had .never heard the Bible 


preached. I told my mother 
that.” 

The two children, Zelma and 
Gertrude, who died in 1922 


when they were 1% and 21% 
years old, are suspected victims 
of their mother’s poison. 


* * * 


FTER the divorce in 1928, 
A Nannie started going with 

Frank Harrelson. She said 
they were married in 1929, but 
Page reported no success in 
finding a marriage license. Life 
with Harrelson wasn’t pleasant, 
Nannie said in her confession to 
his murder. 


“He was an awful drunkard,” 
she commented. “One day in 
1945, he came home drunk and I 
thought, ‘I'll just teach him.’” 


She found a bottle of his “rot- 
gut whisky” and spiked it with 
a liberal dose of poison. 


“He was sick all week,” she 
related, “and the next Sunday 
he died.” 

The marriage to Harrelson was 
her longest, and Page quoted 
*her as saying she “really loved 
him.” 

“She said she wanted to be 
buried -beside Harrelson,” the 
officer revealed. ‘“‘She even 
bought a burial lot next to his 
and had a tombstone made with 
her name, Nannie Harrelson, in- 
scribed on it.” 

But, the loss of the husband 
she “really loved” didn’t stop 
the widow from going to the al- 
tar with Lanning in 1947. His 
death two years later resulted, 
she said, from his “running 
around with other women.” 

“He kept on arguing until it 
brought on serious trouble and 
then I put poison in his food,” 
Nannie confessed. 

She supervised his funeral, 
had a tombstone inscribed “God 
be with you until we meet 
again” and said she was through 
with romance because “the Lord 
has taken two of my husbands 
awa

“We 
have met and are happily mar- 
ried,” Morton wrote. “She is a 
sweet and wonderful person.” 


Four months later, on May 19, 
1953, she put a fatal dose of 
poison in Morton’s coffee be- 
cause “he was fixing to run 
around with another woman.” 


Back in “mourning” again, 
Nannie returned to Lexington 
and was soon back on the lonely 
hearts listings. She started ex- 
changing letters with her future 
fifth husband, Doss. They were 
married last July and the State 
Highway Department worker 


brought her to his home in 


Tulsa. 


She tired of him quickly, 
though, because “he was so reli- 
gious he wouldn't let me watch 
television or have any magazines 
in the house and made me go 
to bed early.” 


Nannie first tried to do away 
with Doss by dumping poison 
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‘tales of other 
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into a dish of prunes she fixed 
for him. 

“He sure did like prunes,” she 
told officers later. “I fixed him 


a box and he ate them 
all.”

“y? HE pvison made Doss vioient- 
| ly ill and he was hospitalized 

for 23 days. A few days after 
he was released, Nannie admits 
she put.a second, fatal dose of 
poison in his coffee. 


As news of Mrs. Doss’s hus- 
band-killing activities reached 
Alabama and North Carolina 


where her relatives reside, they 
began bringing to - authorities 
“mysterious” 
deaths of persons who had been 
nursed by Nannie while ill. 


Mrs. Melvina Hedrick, one of 
Nannie’s two surviving daugh- 
ters by her marriage to Braggs, 


asked that the bodies of her 
son, Robert Lee Higgins, 214, 
and Mrs. Doss's mother be ex- 
humed becatrse there was some- 
thing “awfully funny” about the 
way they died, 


The mother’s remains, buried 
in Lexington, revealed her death 
on Jan. 3, 1953, was caused by 


poisoning, and Nannie was 
charged with another murder. 


The body of the Higgins boy, 
who died in 1945 while staying 
with Nannie during an illness, 
and that of a sister of Nannie, 
Mrs. Dovie Weaver, who died 
in 1950, were exhumed in Jack- 
sonville, Ala., and showed traces 
of poison. 


The remains of another sister, 
Mrs. Sula Bartlett, who died in 
Gadsden, Ala., in 1953, interest 
authorities, as do those of an 
unidentified grandchild, and an 
unidentified woman, all being 
ae by Nannie when they 

ied. 


Nannie’s court-appointed at- 
torneys called her “mentally in- 
competent” when she was ar- 
raigned on the Tulsa murder 
charge. They refused to enter a 
plea for her. At a preliminary 
hearing on Dec. 15, Nannie, 
smiling and chewing gum rap- 
idly, was ordered placed under 
psychiatric examination to de- 
termine her sanity. District 
Judge W. Lee Johnson signed 
an order committing her to 
Eastern State Hospital in Vinita, 
Okla., for 90 days. 


After intensive mental obser- 
vation, a report will be made 
and the state will decide then 
whether to bring her to trial for 
murder or have her permanently 
committed to a mental institu- 
tion. 


After the hearing, Nannie told 
a jail matron: “I don’t under- 
stand those big legal words. 
They said something about a 
mental check-up and I guess I 
need one. Maybe those docs at 
the hospital will teach me to 
think straight.” 


Previously she had said she 
began thinking “crooked” after 
suffering severe head injuries 
in a train accident 40 years ago.

West opened the spade eight, 
and when East captured dum- 
my’s queen and returned the 
spade jack, South had reason to 
be grateful that West had to fol- 
low suit—East might have had 
(and should have had) six spades 
for his three-level bid, even con- 
sidering the vulnerability. 

Winning the second trick in 
dummy, South hastily drew 
three rounds of trumps, then 
cashed the three heart tricks, 
discarding his remaining spade. 
But now he had no recourse ex- 
cept to try the diamond finesse, 
and when that failed—as it cer- 
tainly figured to fail under the 
circumstances—South was down 
one. ’ 

Particularly since East turned 
up with only five spades, South 
should have had no doubt about 
the location of the diamond king, 
and though it was not a cinch to 
overcomé’ this factor, neither 
should it have been beyond 
South’s power. It was all right 
to take out two rounds of 
trumps, but then South should 
Mave cashed the heart tricks, dis- 
carding a diamond—not a spade 
— from his own hand, then 
cashed the rest of the trumps, 
keeping the A-Q of diamonds in 
dummy. This procedure would 
squeeze East; he would have to 
give up his last spade, making 
South's five-spot good, or blank 
the diamond king, in which case 
South should lead directly to the 
ace. Note that the third trump 
had to be kept in dummy for 
communication. 

If North had become declarer 
at six no-trump he would have 
had a really tough problem 
against a neutral lead by East, 

a heart or a club. To succeed, 
North would have to play a 
spade honor early and cash the 
other honor before running the 
hearts and the clubs. Then the 
squeeze would operate in the 
same way. against East, with the 
five of spades in dummy (South 
in this case) becoming the same 
threat-card.,
